YANKS LOSE 21 


BALLOONS IN DRIVE! 


Washington. Dec. Ul.—During the 


last Allied offensive, between Sept. 
28 and 
Nov. 11. 21 American bal- 


loons were lost. A report on the bal- 
loon companies of the first army in 
France made public yesterday by the 
War Department shows fifteen bal- 
loons were destroyed by German air- 
planes and six by shells, and the en- 
enmy lost at least 50.
